A statement of the rationale for chérging any or all of
purchase price of the equipment to the grant, and of the justification

for the proportioning of the shared costs among those involved in

the purchase;

A proposed plan for accounting'and fiscal control of the

revenues accruing to the project (see aktashed HEW Grants Administration

Manual Issuance, entitled Disposition of Grant-Related Income);

Adequate evidence that the project plan, including the
acquiring of the equipment, has been reviewed, and if necessary

approved, by the appropriate local planning agencies."
